In every age and in every field of human 
endeavor there has been and ever will be a 
cry for leaders. Today there is a standing 
advertisement outside the door of every pro- 
fession, occupation and calling; it reads, 
“WANTED A MAN.” 

Millions are out of work in every line of 
trade; lawyers, physicians and engineers are 
numerous, yet good men in these profes- 
sions are being sought in vain to fill man- 
sized commissions. In industry, great posi- 
tions, offering fabulous salaries, are beg- 
ging for men to fill them adequately. 

Men are wanted of outstanding personal 
ity and conviction. Men are wanted with ini- 
tiative and insight, a fresh imagination and 
ready wit. Men are wanted who are bigger 
than their jobs and broader than their call 
ing, whose value upon their occupation is 
not the capacity of that job to give them a 
living. Men are wanted who are poised and 
balanced, who are npt lop-sided and pos- 
sessed of one-way minds. Men are wanted 
who can season theory with plain common 
sense. 

Never was that cry of true, leaders louder 
than today, and in no field of human actiw 
ity is the demand greater than in the field 
of Catholic Action.

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TRAME CONDUCTS 
OPEN DISCUSSION 
AT CONFERENCE 

Analyzes Literary Journal 
At DePaul April 23 


In his Roundtable discussion at 
the Catholic Press Conference 
held at De Paul University on 
April 23, Richard J. Trame spoke 
on the topic, “Analysis of the 
Catholic College Literary Journal.” 

With brevity, he explained the 
work done on this subject by 
the staff - of Measure and how 
they succeeded in arriving at 
some fundamental principles with 
'which to aid the literary journals 
published by our Catholic colleges. 

Using as a basis for his study 
the 42 exchange magazines com- 
ing periodically to his attention 
as Exchange Editor of Meas- 
ure, Mr. Trame proceeded to 
analyze and criticize the literary 
contents of these various publica- 
tions. From this critical analysis 
Mr. Trame derived many con- 
clusions and fashioned some sug- 
gestions that he presented to the 
audience for discussion. 

Succinctly stated, these sugges- 
tions are; 

1. In serious studies and lengthy 
articles there should be a trend 
toward greater accuracy and 
deeper thought which might bfe 
affected by the exact recording 
of research data in footnotes. ... 

2. More studies of broader fields 
based on specific data and con- 
scientious procedure. 

3. If no original viewpoint of 
a given subject is to be had, 
nothing should be printed. Al- 
ways attempt an original pres- 
entation. 

4. Avoid presenting the syn- 

opsis type of article, since this 
frequently leads to the common- 
place and cliche which lend little 
value to our journals. 

5. Be fair and honest in your 
evaluation. Do not praise an
